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obliged to engage in the Difteren- 

ces between Parties of any Side, 
much more in the Difputes about the 
Aftairs ofrclizious Liberty 1n Scotland ; 
But there is no Kenedy, Whingsthere 
are runup to that Height, that 1715 
impeihible to preferve the Peace on that 
Side, if Matters are not exaimincd into, 
and rectifyed a fo by the Interpofitien 
of Authority. 

However, that I may coon with 
as much Jjuftice to both Sidcs as 1s 
poftible, and yet may effectually re- 
move the Coverings which are plac 
over things on that Side, and by 
which ihe general! Opmnion is bood-

wink’d and deceived; I fhall, with as 
few Keflections as the Natureof things 
will bear, put Matters ina true Light 
for all Men to judge by. 
In order to this, it may be Neceflary 
to cnter alittle into the Filtor, of the 
Management of the Jacobite Epifcopat 
Tnterelt in Scotland fince the Union, 
by way of Abridgement, in fucha 
mannes, that ifrofible, it may Ict the

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By the Union, it is not unknown, 
J fuppolz, to every enquiring Perfon, 
thar there ts exprefs Provifion made for 
the E(tablifthing the Presbyterian Charch 
zs the pnly National Religion in 
Scotland—as by the AQ, Intituled, 
Ar A& for Security of the true ProteRant 
Religion and Prefbyterian Church Go- 
wernment appears; Which Act is 
Incorporatcd in, and made Part of the 
Act of Union, whereby it is Pro- 
vided, That the Form, Pisnity and Uni- 
formity of Worfbip, as now Ejtablifhed in 
that Church, be continued to the People of 
that Land, without any Alterations, to all 
Succeeding Generaticns. 

According to this Law, the faid 
Church of Scotland does remain the 
only !egal Eftablithment in that King- 
dom to this Day. 

The Diffenters from this Church are 
of three Sorts, (1..) The Roman Catho- 
licks, (2.) The Epifcopal. And (3.) 
The Facobite Diffenters. The Ro- 
man Cathelichs yemain as they were 
before, excepting, That by the Divi- 
fiogs and Breaches among the Prote- 
ftants, they take a greater Liberty, and 
encreafe in Number, a Thing both of 
them ought to confider But of

The Epifcopal Party, meerly fuch, 
afe not properly Diffenters, for all the 
Epifcopal Clergy who would conform 
to the Government, take the Oaths, 
and {ubfcribe the Aflurances, have yet 
continued in the Pavith Church«s— 
fome few excepted, cizcumftanced in 
a difftring manner from the reft 
And it hath been Publifhed, that 
above 150 of thefe Minifters, who 
were, and ftill are Epifcopal in_ their 
udgment, do now remain _poffelt o 
their, Parith Churches and Benefices, 
are allowed to Preach to the People, 
and areundilturbedin their Muniftery, 


and a Lift of their Names has been 
giver;x——— 


Note—— None of thefe ever at- 
tempted any Alteration in Worthip, 
much Iefs fetting up the Englifh 
Liturgy in Scotland——a thing the 
Epifcopal Church in Scotland, when it 
Was scigning, never allowed of. 


3. The Facobite Epifcopal DifSenters 
ave the People we are now to Treat 
about Thefe were fueh Epifcopal 
Diffenters, as upon all Occafions have 
not only difter'd from the Church in 
Point of Worfhip, but have difter’d 
from the Government in Mattcr of 
Politicks, that have refufed to take 
the Oaths appointed by Law to be 
taken—or to Pray for the Queen, as 
by Law they were required todo—and 
thefe being excluded from the Church, 
were neverthelefs wink’d at by the 
Magiftracy, and have kept up {eparate 
Meetings in many. Parts of the King- 
dom, but cfpecially at Edinburgh, 
where at the time of the Union there 
were 15 or 16 of thefe Meetings kept 
up—— Moft of which wereereéted 
by the Encouragement they pretended: 
to take from the QUEEN’: Letter in 
theBeginning, of Her Majcfties Reign; 
for at the Death of King Willicm, there 
were very few in the Nation —— 

Upon the Rumour of the late in- 
tended Invafion, and the Council of 
Scotland yecciving Notice from Her 
Majefty, That an Invafion of the Pre- 
tender was expected, requiring them 
to keep and fecure the Peace, Oe 
The faid Privy Council ordered all 
the faid Mcetings to be fupprelt, the 
Minifters whereof fhould refufe, or 
omit taking the Oaths, Praying for 
the QUEEN, @c. Upon this, feveral — 
of the faid Meetings in many Places 
of Scotland were actually tapprel a 

ome | 
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fome of the Minifters for fome Ex- 
orbitances tn their Condua&, and 
fome for refufing to Pray for the 
QUEEN, ©. were taken up and 
Imprifoned And particular Ac- 
counts of all this have been made 
publick, I hope, I Abridge it fo Im- 
partially, that no Oitence can be taken 
at it. 

Afloon as the Danger of the Inva- 
fion was over, and the Condition of 
the Freich Kings Affairs feer’d to 
aflure us there was no more Occafion 
to apprchend any thing of that kind ; 
the Magiftrates by Degrees letting 
out the Minifters who were imprifon- 
ed, Ictting fall their Profecutions, and 
winking at their Liberty, they refum- 
ed their Meetings, and now enjoy 
them as openly, and as undifturb’d 
as ever, notwithftanding thcy {till re- 
fufe either to fwear to the Govern 
inent, or to pray for the Queen. 

During the time of the Imprifon- 
ment, Ors as above, loud Clamours 
were made’ by their Brethren in Eng- 
land, that this was Perfecution, and 
Pamphlets were daily publithed, refle- 
@ing on the Procecdings of the Maci- 
ftratcs of Edinburgh, and the Judica- 
turics of Scotland, in their Procced- 
ings againtt the Epifcopal Clergy there ; 


in which alf pofible Endeavours were 
ufed to aggravate on one fide, and 
extenuate on the other, to reprefent 
the Profecutionsas egal, Cruel, and: 
pointed at Parties,to reprefent the Oc- 
cafions Groundlefs and Unreafonable 

and the Poor Epifcopal Sufferers as op- 
pre(t by the Presbyterians. But above 
all, the main Drift of thefe Complain- 
ers apparently fhewed it felf to be, ta 
reprefent the Sufferers to be Members 
of the Church of England, and that 
they were perfecuted, as they called it, 
meerly for their Introducing the Eng~ 
lifh Liturgy into Seetland,which indeed. 
i few of them had done,and yetnoné 
had been difturbed for it, tiil the a- 
bove named Circumftances made it 
abfolutely neceflary for the Safety of 
the Governinent, to reftrain them as 
Facobites. 

This Contrivance having many 
Ends to ferve, and having alfo man 
Confequences,of which in their Turn 
fhal have Occafion often to {peak in 
thisPaper: I have thus ftated it in its 
Place, and fhall {peak more largely to 
itindueorder. In the mean time 
fhall purfue theState ofthe Café in my 
next, and fo bring it down briefly to 
the prefent Debate.

But I mention it on two Accounts, 
Firft, For the Ufe fome Peopleare fond 
of making ofit, to Encourage their 
Party here, viz. to let them know 
what a brave Prince they have tohead 
them, how whenever they think fit to 
fhow themfelves, they have a Captain 
to lead them that dare look his Enc- 
miesin the Face. 

Really Gentlemen Jacobites, there 
were fomething in this, if ye had equal 
Spirit with him; but honeftly {peak- 
ing, the Facobites of this Generati- 
on fee to have lefs Courage than o- 
ther Folks— I mean as Jacobites— 
not as Gentlemen,— and they do not 
feem to be a Party that a brave Prince 
fhould hazard himfelfto Efpoufe,— 
I attribute it to their Honelty too, 
not to Native Cowardife; for an 
honeft Man cannot be brave ina bad 
Caufe,— andthat brings us to ano- 
ther Head. 

The Caufe of the Jacobites— indeed 
tis a foul onc, ‘tis fullied with the 
Filth of Tyranny,Breach of Laws,dif- 

nfing with Conftitution-Right, 
Tiuepation of National Privileges, 
Perfecution of tender Confciences, and 


all Sorts of arbitrary Encroachments,’ 
French Defpotick Power, Anti-revolu- 


tion, and Popith Succeffion— who 
can be brave in fuch a Caufe !— or 
who can blame the Facobites for being 
Cowards in tfuch a Quarrel— give 
them a Juft Caufe, open but their Eyes, 
and let them fee— and bring them 
but over to act for Liberty and Juttice,

toreward as other Men; bur Guilt 
and Fear go always hand in hand ; 
Jacobitif is a Caufe fo black, that..it

But what faysour News now ? The 
Chevalier de St. George is dead of his 
Wounds; I do not fay it isto; but 
fo our News-mongcers will have it 
be, but it will rcach the purpofe, 
for which I mention it, whether 
hebe or no, and that is this-—— 
O what will our Faccbites do if that 
fhould happen, they would then to 
their own Particular Mortification be 
obliged ta owne the Queen, even by 
their own left legged Conftitution; 
for Her Majefty would bethen Heir 
at Law, Heir by Line, and they muft 
come in of Courfe, 

Her Majefty being as they would 
call it, Eldeft Gner, the Namesand 
Notion of Facobite muft ceafe, there 
could be no fuch Title, becaufe 
there could be no fuch Perfon as 
a JAMES VIII. And all the 
Quarrel we could have then, would 
be about the Succeffion, whether the 
Parliamentary Limitation (hould be 
owned and defended, or whether a Po- 
pith Succeffion fhould be ereéted —— 
And pray Gentlemen Facobites, let us 
wave that with you, tll the time 
come; in the mean time, it is worth 
your while to confider whether you 
have not fufficient reafon yet todc- — 
fpair, and quit fo dangerous aCaufe; | 
that by this one Thread of afingle 
Life, would calt you at, the Fectof 
your provok’d Sovereign, and bring 
you to owne Her you have fo ill uf 
to have a Right to command you.
